"Washington, July 19.—The president 


is~noc disposed to -take any action on 
the protest of the Manila newspaper 
correspondents, and is inclined to let 
the matter rest where it is. At the 
cabinet meeting Tuesday only four sec- 
retaries were present—Messrs. Hay, 
Long," Hitchcock and Smith. An effort 
iv.'as made to create the impression.that 
'.the protest had not been under con- 
sideration, but it is learned that it 
-came up in "an informal manner." 
It 


can be confidently stated that the 
"found robin" was fully discussed, and 
jtLat several of the cabinet officers fa- 
wored summary .punishment for the 
•'correspondents. The president's desire 
to nullify the effects" of the correspond- 
ents' action and to stop-the agitation 
rwill guide them, and they are. expected 
to minimize the importance o£ the dis- 
closures. 


'Gen. Otis is in a more embarrassing 


.•position. 
His orders have been dis- 


•obeyed, and he must either punish the 
•correspondents for their willful act or 
."become the 
laughing stock of the 


'.•world. 
He is in command where a 


-state of war exists, and it is a great 
•offense under such circumstances to 


. -do anything that tends to humiliate 
^iim. It is expected, however, that the 
^president will advise conciliatory ac- 
lion, and it is not considered probable 
that he will resort to harsh measures. 


The president has the utmost confl- 


-•dence in Gen. Otis. He has relied im- 
iplicitly upon him for advice concern- 
ing the situation in the Philippnes, and 
lias accepted his recommendations. 
It 


was only at the urgent solicitation of 
other advisers that he consented to in- 
terpret Gen: Otis' estimate of the 
troops necessary to mean that he de- 
-«ired an effective fighting force of 30,- 
•000 men. Recent reports which have 
;reached the president, in connection 
TfV'ith the correspondents' protest, may 
-lhave enlightened him concerning the 
.Philippine conditions and may have 
•suggested" the advisability of super- 
:seding Gen. Otis. No expressions along 
this line can be obtained from any one 
.in authority, and those best in-formed 
•will not. admit that the president is 
-considering a change. 
There is con- 


-siderable gossip, nevertheless, and it is 
•widely rumored that Gens, Miles, Mer. 
Titt and Brooke are under considera- 
'-tion in this connection. 


While the president -is for concilia- 


tory measures and desires the diseus- 
.-.sion ended, it is believed by many that 
'the people will insist that the protest 
be investigated, and that the adminis- 
tration will be forced to consider the 
advisability of removing Gen. Otis. 
'This is the position taken by some of 
the .principal republicans of the east.

between their leader and the Ameri- 
cans, because of the clanger that the 
display might accomplish an Interrup- 
tion.

ation and at an early hour this morning 
every policeman in the city was warned 
and was ready for duty. 


The first act of violence was commit- 


ted at seven o'clock, when a crowd held 
up and wrecked a car, resulting in four 
arrests. 


In Brooklyn the strikers are steadily

It seems that the report of W. "W. 


ChacUvick, of Monroe, assistant dairy 
and food commissioner, who visited the 
Bower City last week for the purpose of 
testing milk peddled by the local deal 
ers was different than it was supposed 
would be ' made. 
It develops that at 


least in one instance preservaline was 
being used and as a result prosecution 
is to follow. 


Assistant Dairy and Food Commis- 


sioner Chadwick recently took a lot of 
samples from milkmen in Beloit and of 
seven samples five had been treated with 
preservaliae, in violation of the law, and 
to the peril of all sick people and babies 
who might use the milk, as well as the 
healthy users. Ten prosecutions are in 
progress there, and one case is being 
prosecuted at Fond du Lac.

>y«r Against Freseryaline 


The war against the manufacturers 


and users of preservaline in milk and 
food products has been reopened by 
State Dairy and Food Commissioner H. 
C. Adams. 
About a year ago there 


were a number of arrests and convic- 
tions for adulterations under the pure 
food law of 1897. and the adulteration, 
especially of milk, stopped. 
Eecently, 


however, it has been begun again, and a 
number of arrests and prosecutions have 
been made of men who are doctoring 
milk with preservaline. A concern has 
a number of agents in the state selling 
the stuff to milkmen, and insisting that 
it will keep milk from souring for 
sev- 


eral days. 
The preservaline is a color 


less liquid, and a few drops will keep"a 
quart of milk sweet for several days. It 
is, however, poison oE a serious kind 
and is liable to do severe injury to chil- 


" dren and invalids. The state pure food 


statute absolutely prohibits, under seri- 
ous penalties, putting anything into 
milk, and each time a milkman doctors 
his milk he is committing a criminal of 
fense.

TAX LAW 


Freight and Railway Equipment 
Com- 


panies Fail to Comply. 


State Treasurer Davidson is having 


considerable trouble locating the freight 
line »nd railway equipment companies 
doing business in this state which were 
made taxable 
by the "Whitehead law 


passed by the legislature last winter. 
The companies are required to make a 
report to the state treasurer in . July 
of each year of the amount of business 
acd other information required by law 
on which the state board oJ assessments 
is to fix the taxes of the companies. The 
companies are required by statute to 
apply to the state treasurer for blanks 
on which to make this report, but so far 
only one company has complied. Mr. 
.Davidson has not yet been able to get 
the names or the location of the offices 
of the other companies doing business in 
this state, and accordingly the state 
board will probably be unable to proceed 
with the assessment of this class of cor- 
porations for the present.

Made Ip the Office and Other Depart- 
ments—The Idea of Removal Dis- 
pelled. 
From time to time wild rumors havo 


run about to the effect that the C. & N. 
W. R'y. company would remove their 
shops from this city. If thera are any 
left who believe this to be true, all they 
will need to be convinced of the falsity 
of it is a trip to the round house at the 
present time, whore they may find won- 
derful changes and improvements being 
naadey and which.should set at rest all 
doubts in regard to the matter. 


Since the advent of the large engines 


or-'-hogs'1, as they are termed, the round 
house has been found too short to ac- 
commodate them and it was found nec- 
essary some months aero^to rnovejj the 
south wall back six feet. This was done 
for a space capable of accommodating 
six engines. Now the occasion demands 
new changes and a force of laborers are 
engaged in lengthening five differed 
"stalls" making eleven in all, each with 
a total length of sixty—three feet. This 
part of the work will be completed by 
Saturday night. 


Oilier Improvements Made, 


The office accommo'dations" have also 


become inadequate, and plans have been 
drawn for extensive improvements in 
thia dapartment, which will be carriec 
out at once. The building will be raisec 
one story, and 
what is now the office 


will be used for oil, waste and store 
rooms. Tho oil tanks will be placed be- 
neath the floor, and the oil raised to the 
surface by air pressure. 


The entire upper story of the nev\ 


building will be devoted to offices and a 
sort of club room for the engineers anc 
firemen.

By ita use the 
old method of raking out the '"fire box, 
shoveling the cinders from the pit up 
onto.the ground, and then shoveling 
them onto "the "cars" will be ' done away 
with.

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NEW POTATOES. . 


HOTV to Treat the Summer Potato. 


Parisian Practice*. 


The summer potato requires entirely 


different treatment from the winter 
tnber, -which has grown stale and sirong 
from long storage. There are now many 
delicions ways in which this vegetable 
may be cooked which are not desirable 
methods later when the potatoes are no 
longer fresh, says the New York Trib- 
une. 


One reason why new potatoes are so 


mnch better than old ones is becanse 
they are not peeled and the starchy 
coat on theontside, as well as the saline 
ealts of the vegetable, are" thus pre- 
served. It is a mistake to peel a potato 
before it ia boiled. Keep a stiff little 
vegetable scrubbing brush on hand. 
Put the potatoes in cold water and 
ecrnb them clean with the brush. In 
summer, throw potatoes with their 
jackets on into boiling water and peel 
them as soon ns they are boiled and 
serve them. 


A .distinction should be made be- 


tween the waxen, half ripe potato of 
early summer ;md the fully ripe, fresh 
tuber, which is a potato in perfection. 
Half ripe potatoes are never wholesome, 
though the Germans prefer these im- 
mature vegetables for their favorite 
salacl. 


It is a mistake to use half ripe pota- 


toes or to use cold potatoes when fresh- 
ly cooked potatoes can be obtained. 
The best potato salad can hardly be 
recommended on tbe score of wh'ole- 
someness. yet it should be remembered 
that the condiments used in its prepa- 
ration assist digestion, and that a po- 
tato salad is therefore far more digesti- 
•We than a half ripe, waxen boiled po- 
tato simply dressed in butter. 


Parisian cooks seldom nse cold po- 


tatoes. 
When they wish to cook pota- 


toes rapidly for a garnish to meat for 
breakfast, they usually cut the raw po- 
tatoes in small ornamental shapes of 
uniform size, which will cook quickly. 
Sometimes "the potatoes are cut into 
jtilienne shaped pieces about the thick- 
ness of two matches and the length of 
a short parlor match. More often, how- 
ever, they are shaped into small balls, 
or "pears," with scoops. A good stee] 
potato scoop, cutting a ball of three- 
qnarters of an inch in diameter, costs 
about 40 cents, It should, have a small 
hole in the center of the bowl to ndmit
